Under a contract signed with 
the D.C. Office of Budget and 
Management Systems the 
week of Sept. 11, First Boston 
will provide financial advice 
and assistance in preparation 
for the sale of the District's first 
bond issue, now scheduled for 


a early nextyear iro a 
Legislation aonane “he 


District government to issue 
$50 million in general obliga- 
tion bonds to refinance out- 
standing loans from the U.S. 
Treasury has been submitted to 
the D.C. council. The home 
rule charter gave the District 
authority to issue tax-exempt 


tion « on th 


general obligation bonds to 
refund outstanding debt and to 
finance construction projects, 
which previously could be 
funded only by borrowing from 
the Treasury. 

Fees and related expenses of 
the financial advisor will be 


paid by the underwriter of the 


District's bonds. 

Under the contract, First 
Boston will provide assistance 
in developing specifics of the 
bond issue; preparing official 


statements, credit rating ap-

‘elect people to six seats on the 
D.C. Board of Education—the 
at-large seat which | occupy 
and representatives from 
Wards 1, 4, 5, 6, and 7. School 
Board elections have tradition- 
ally had low turn-outs at the 
polls. It would be particularly 
easy this year, with the 
controversies and emotional- 
ism that have surrounded the 
Board of Education recently, 
for people to stay home on 
election day. 

This would be a very great 
mistake for the city. Behind the 
controversy over the Superin- 
tendent of Schools lie basic 
issues of the performance and 
accountability of public em- 
ployees.
